HISTORY. 


HE George Washington Memorial Association was 
incorporated in the City of Washington in 
September, 1898, in response to a call made to the 
patriotic women of this country in August of the 


Same year. 


The Association determined to raise a fund for 
the erection of a building to be known as the ‘‘ George 
Washington Memorial Building,’’ in commemoration 
of our first President and his interest in higher education 
in America. 


Many, perhaps all, know that Washington in his 
last will (July 1799) provided $25,000 for the endow- 
ment of a University in the District of Columbia. 
This legacy is no longer available; and all the more, 
therefore, should we consider it a privilege to assist in 
carrying out the thought so often expressed by 
Washington in his various messages to the Congress, 


and in his Farewell Address: ‘‘ Promote, then, as an 
object of Primary Importance, Institutions for the 
general diffusion of knowledge.’’ He also urged ‘“‘the 
promotion of science and literature.’’ 


EXISTING CONDITIONS. 


George Washington was a broad minded man, 
and there is no doubt that if he were living today, he 
would recognize that such institutions as Harvard, Yale, 
Johns Hopkins, Chicago, Stanford and many others of 
similar character have accomplished the purpose he 
had in mind at that time. But he would also realize 
that in the general advance in all lines of activity, 
bearing on the education and welfare of the people, 
there is still a great work to be accomplished in this 
general diffusion of knowledge and the promotion of 
science and literature. At the present time, there are 
no suitable facilities for bringing together at Washing- 
ton the Narionat Patriotic, ScreNTIFIC, Epuca- 
TIONAL, LITERARY AND ART activities of our nation 
that may need such opportunities as will be provided. 


BUILDING. 


Object. It will be dedicated to the increase and 
diffusion of knowledge in all lines of human activity 
that will conduce to the advancement of the welfare of 


mankind. e 


Plan. The building is to be well located, attrac- 
tive in appearance, practical in plan and construction, 
and of the most durable character. It is to be planned 
so as to furnish a home and gathering place for 
NarionaL Parriotic, ScrENTIFIC, EDUCATIONAL, 
LireRARY AND ART ORGANIZATIONS that may need 
such accommodations, including the Washington 
Academy of Sciences and its sixteen affiliated societies. 
It will furnish a place. where all the Patriotic Societies 
both north and south may testify to their love for the 
Father of this Country. The building will contain a 
great hall or auditorium and rooms for large congresses, 
such as the recent Tuberculosis Congress; rooms for 
small and large meetings; office rooms and students 


research rooms. 


APPEAL FOR BUILDING FUND. 


This building must be the nation’s tribute to 
Washington. Every one of us must have a part in it. 
I ask you to contribute One dollar each to this building 
fund, and in this way we will accomplish a most 
patriotic purpose and also have provided for carrying 
out in the highest sense the great thought of Washington, 
which as yet has not been recognized by the American 
people in any concrete form. 


A receipt with engraved head of Washington will 
be sent to each contributor and the name and address 


of each contributor will be entered in the permanent 


record of this great undertaking. 


MEMBERSHIP. 


The entrance fee shall be five dollars which will 
cover the dues for the first year, to be remitted to the 
Treasurer. The annual dues shall be two dollars 
payable on or before the thirtieth day of January.
